MOSCOW, Jan. 23.— The body of 
Nikolai Lenine, lay last night in the 
villa at Gorky where the great Bol- 
srevik premier, stricken with a fatal 
illness spent most of the last year of 
his life.

for the little village. 
They were to

Would Let Senate Com­ 
mittee Pass On Most 
Practicable Plan. 


By the Associated Prest. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—An o t­ 
ter to duplicate his $100,000 prize 
to the author of any peace plan, 
selected by the senate committee 
investigating propaganda 
as 
the 
best to come within its notice, was 
made today by Edward W. Bok in 
a letter to Senator Moses, republi- 
can, New H ampshire, chairm an of 
the committee, 
“I will also agree,’* Mr. Bok wrote, 
“to defray the expenses of a nation­ 
wide referendum, if desired, and in 
all respects give the plan which your 
committee selects the same financial 
support accorded by me to the pres­ 
e n t plan.” 
Explaining that his offer had been 
influenced by the intimatioq at yes­ 
terday’s meeting of the committee 
“that I was predisposed in favor of a 
particular kind of plan,” Mr. Bok de­ 
nied that this was the case or that 
the jury of awrard was selected “with 
the same predisposition.” 
W ith regard to the cost of the 
American peace award campaign, its 
backer declared he did not have the 
definite information required by the 
committee, but suggested that Cor­ 
nelius N. Bliss, Jr., treasurer of the 
award, should be summoned. 
The text of Mr. Bok’s letter to Sen­ 
ator Moses follows: 
“I have your letter of the 21st of 
January, notifying me th at you have 
abandoned the hearing set for today. 
“You say that your course is based 
upon my refusal to state the amount 
of money provided, or to be provided 
by me, in connection with the Ameri­ 
can Peace award. As I stated to your 
com m ittee yesterday morning I do 
not know definitely the amount spent 
• or to be spent in the conduct of the 
award. 
You must realize that, as a 
m atter of ordinary 
good 
taste, I 
outght not be placed in the position of 
discussing the amount of money I am 
spending in a service I have under­ 
taken on behalf of the American peo­ 
ple. 
“I am strengthened in my belief 
th a t you have not the right to enter 
into my personal affairs. 
However, 
if you still differ with me on this 
point, and if the law gives you the 
right which you claim, there is no 
reason why you should not seek this 
from those who can give you the defi­ 
nite information which I do not pos­ 
sess. 
As I told you yesterday, Mr. 
Cornelius N. Bliss, Jr., is the treas- 
* urer of the award and the Girard 
T rust Company of Philadelphia is the 
custodian of the fund at their dis­ 
posal for the purpose of the aw’ard.
